MEMORANDUM FOR RECORD: 


1. Office fro® Asst. Director for Communications dated 

12 December 1952 reads as follows : 


" The Division of this office is currently engaged in out- 

fitting five Chevrolet panel trucks with emergency coamnnication equipment. 

These vehicles will eventually serve as mobile emergency communications stations 
within the framework Sf the communications plan of the Washington Disaster 
Flan. 


The final disposition of these vehicles is still under consideration. 
In the meantime, certain immediate requirements, such as registration, 
mechani cal maintenance, storage, and logistic support must be fulfilled. 

It is therefore requested that the Transportation Division of your office 
provide the following maintenance and storage support: 


a. Provide storage for the f ive vehicles und er cover in a re-enforced 
concrete building. Storage in the of the Transportation Div. 
will satisfy this requirement. 


b. Provide gasoline, lubrication, antifreeze, and other incidental 
operating supplies. 


c. Provide continuing mechanical maintenance to In c lude periodic 
inspection and tests under actual operating conditions. This provision is 
intended to prevent decay and deterioration of mecha ni ca l parts throug^.^^

e. At present these vehicles hack right-hand seats, turn indicator signals , 
safety reflectors, right-hand rear view mirror, heater, and fire extinguisher. 

A major portion of the preceding items is required by existing State and 
District of Columbia motor vehicle registration laws. It is therefore reques 
ttoftSe SvTeSgency cosaunications vehicles be equipped with the accessory
